"At the time I bad the conversation 
•ilb M. J. Church, when be made the 


remark referring to Siua Daniels; we 
wero on tbe lower porch and Mies Dnn- 
iels oMiio out of tho hotel. Mr. Church 
did not (ell mo as manager of tho hotel 
that ho wanted to have order kept there 
and that bo did not want Kua Daniels 
around tfao hotel ivhon she oii|*ht to bo 
with her parents.

Lace Springs I did not tell Church what 
had taken place at Stockton and I did 
not advleo him to compromins the suit. 
He was too sick »nd t didr.'t want to dis- 
tnrb hf» mind. On my way to Frreno to 
borrow money on my property here I 
stopped over at Stockton one night. 
I 


remained la Fretno about R week, and I 


went to Church la order to effect a com 
promlee ol tbe «ait. 
"1 made no effort to get a comrromiae 


before the euit waa brought. The ouly 
iuteregt I bad In the matter was on ac 
count of the friendship of the fatnilifi 
•nd I did not want any publicity. Churcl 
u»ld tbat he wouldn't settle it and tha 
he would not pay any blood money to 
Anybody. 
1 then went to the children 


because they were In a better condition 
to judge of the matter than he was." 


"Was oot tbat because you knew th: 


Church was sick and likely to die, and 
tbat when he died the caee would die 
with him and that you could not get a 
dollar?" was aeked. 


"I don't know that I ever heard any 


thing about Buch a point or tbat I ever 
bad any idea about that," was the /e 
sponso. "Church said that be coulc 
prove what be bad said. I can't say that 
Iliad very ruucli friendship toward Mr 
Chureh at that time. I didn't ask Mr 
Church to pay any money; ol course, 1 


:pected tbat it would cost him eome 


money to atop the suit, and I wanted it 
done iu order to stop the scandal for tho 
sake of Church and Daniela and my own 
family. Ail that I did then was without 
authority of Mr. Daniels and I could nol 
jay what benefit it would be to Church il 
ae agreed to compromise, because I did 
not know that Daniels would agree to a 
compromise.
